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On  May  20^^  2011  the  No  2  Cadet  Corps  celebrated 
the  150^^  Anniversary  of  its  founding  in  1861.  The 
Corps  is  the  oldest  serving  corps  in  Canada.  This 
year's  Annual  Inspection  was  also  very  special  to  the  Corps 
as  it  was  the  75^^  Anniversary  of  the  Corps'  affiliation  with 
The  Black  Watch  (Royal  Highland  Regiment)  of  Canada. 

The  Corps  was  honoured  and  privileged  to  have  Old  Boy, 
Colonel  Anthony  R.  Graham  LLD.  (BC5'74),  the  Honorary 
Colonel  of  the  Royal  Regiment  of  Canada,  as  its  Inspecting 
Officer.  He  follows  in  the  footsteps  of  his  uncle  Lieutenant- 
General  Robert  W.  Moncel  who  was  the  Inspecting  Officer  in 
1961  when  the  Corps  celebrated  its  100^^  Anniversary. 

Mr.  Graham  gave  an  inspirational  address  to  the  Corps 
where  he  reminded  them  of  the  history  of  the  Corps  and 
the  fact  that  the  No  2  Cadet  Corps  had  produced  some  of 
the  greatest  military  leaders  in  Canada.  In  addition  to  his 
uncle,  Lieutenant-General  Moncel  BC5'34,  some  26  Old  Boys 
have  achieved  the  rank  of  General  as  well  as  one  Admiral  of 
the  Fleet.  When  the  Royal  Military  College  was  established 
in  1876,  two  of  the  original  18  cadets  selected  were  BCS  Old 
Boys.  By  the  end  of  the  19th  century,  thirty-two  BCS  Old 
Boys  had  entered  RMC,  and  five  of  these  attained  the  rank 
of  General  in  the  regular  forces.  He  spoke  of  what  being  part 
of  the  Corps  means  -  leadership,  discipline  and  humility.  He 
congratulated  the  Corps  on  their  performance  and  told  them 
that  this  was  a  day  they  would  never  forget  and  neither 
would  those  who  were  in  attendance. 

Finally,  LCol  Bruno  Plourde,  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Black 
Watch  Regiment,  made  a  special  presentation  acknowledging 
their  75  years  of  affiliation  by  the  approval  of  and  presenting 
the  first  Blue  Balmoral  and  Red  Hackle  to  Cadet  Major 
Samantha  Ewing.  The  No  2  Cadet  Corps  now  have  the  right 
to  wear  the  Red  Hackle  on  a  Blue  Balmoral  as  part  of  their 
dress  uniform,  to  replace  the  beret  currently  worn.  The  Red 
Hackle  has  come  to  be  known  around  the  world  as  a  symbol 
of  the  Black  Watch,  and  stands  for  the  gallantry,  efficiency, 
and  unswerving  devotion  to  duty  and  country  that  the  Black 
Watch  has  been  renowned  for.  What  a  great  day  for  the 
Corps!

BCS  students  attend  enriching 
conference  in  England

Imagine  learning  about  British  history,  visiting  Oxford  University, 
and  meeting  royalty  all  in  the  same  week. 

Kieran  McCormick  and  Angela  Herring 
accomplished  far  more  when  they 
represented  Bishop's  College  School  at 
a  Round  Square  Conference  in  England 
from  October  17  to  23.  Round  Square 
Representative  Shelley  Gardner-Bray 
explained,  "Round  Square  is  a  global 
association  of90schools,  which  prepares 
students  to  become  international 
citizens  through  adventure,  leadership, 
and  service  to  others.  BCS  has  been  a  member  of  Round  Square 
for  over  30  years  and  we  find  it  is  an  invaluable  part  of  our 
school  activities." 

This  year's  Round  Square  Conference  took  place  at  Wellington 
College,  a  co-educational  independent  school  founded  in  1853 
by  Queen  Victoria  in  honour  of  the  Duke  of  Wellington.  These 
interesting  roots  enabled  the  delegates  to  meet  several  royal 
figures.  McCormick  admitted,  "I  don't  think  it's  really  sunk  in 
yet."  On  behalf  of  BCS,  Herring  greeted  Queen  Elizabeth  II, 
Prince  Philip,  Duke  of  Edinburgh,  Prince  Andrew,  Duke  of  York, 
King  Constantine  of  Greece,  and  Queen  Anne-Marie  of  the 
Hellenes. 


During  the  conference.  Herring  and  McCormick  learned 
about  different  cultures  and  time  periods  through  a  medieval 
banquet,  a  flag  ceremony,  and  traditional  dances.  One  day  of 
the  conference  was  devoted  to  local  service  projects.  Herring 
cleaned  up  a  beach,  while  McCormick  chopped  down  an 
invasive  tree  species  in  a  heath  to  protect  native  plants. 

Esteemed  speakers  addressed  the  conference's  theme  of 
reaching  beyond  one's  limits.  Jasmine  Whitbread,  Chief 
Executive  of  Save  the  Children  International,  explained  how  her 
organization  was  responsible  for  providing  the  first  daycare 
services  during  the  Great  Depression.  "[Whitbread]  proved 
there  are  no  limits  to  what  you  can  achieve  as  a  group,"  said 
McCormick.  The  Round  Square  delegates  also  heard  from  Colin 
Jackson,  whose  hobby  of  hurdling  led  him  to  a  silver  medal 
finish  at  the  1988  Olympic  Games  in  Seoul,  and  Karen  Darke, 
who  hand-cycled  across  Asia  after  a  mountaineering  accident 
left  her  paralyzed. 

Before  returning  to  Canada,  the  delegates  toured  England  and 
watched  the  Changing  of  the  Windsor  Castle  Guard.  Other 
highlights  included  Dover  Castle,  Canterbury  Cathedral,  the 
London  Eye,  the  Tower  of  London,  Abbey  Road,  and  The  Leather 
Bottle,  Charles  Dickens'  favourite  writing  spot.  "The  conference 
was  definitely  a  once-in-a-lifetime  opportunity,"  concluded 
Herring.  "I  am  happy  I  was  able  to  visit  such  famous  sites." 

After  five  days  of  exploration  and  education  with  1000 
students  from  around  the  world.

We  share  with  you  two  such  stories  in  this  year's  Donor 
Report. 


A  Gift  from  the  Heart  to  the  Classroom 


Winston  Churchill  once  said:  "We  make  a  living  by  what 
we  get;  we  make  a  life  by  what  we  give." 

For  Leonard  C.  Webster,  BCS'37,  this  saying  holds  true. 
Len  has  given  significantly  of  himself  over  his  92  years 
and  continues  to  give.  In  return,  he  has  received  so 
much  more. 

This  year,  through  Len's  generosity,  BCS  is  the  recipient 
of  The  Len  and  Mary  Webster  Award  For  Excellence. 


Throughout  the  course  of  his  life,  Len  has  taken  on  every 
challenge  that  has  come  his  way  and  excelled,  without 
exception.  From  'new  boy'  at  BCS,  Flight  Lieutenant  for  the  RCAF, 
President  and  Board  Member  of  the  Stratford  Shakespearean 
Festival  Foundation,  Executive  Vice-President  of  Bristol-Myers, 
husband,  father,  grandfather,  to  great-grandfather.  Len  has 
led  an  inspiring  life.  It  is  therefore  so  appropriate  that  he  has 
established  this  award  for  leadership  excellence  at  BCS. 

A  native  of  Sherbrooke,  Quebec,  Len's  mother  and  grandmother 
decided  to  send  him  to  BCS  after  his  father  died  prematurely 
when  Len  was  only  14  years  old.  His  uncle  Robert  A.  Webster 
had  attended  BCS  from  1904-1908.  Len  attended  BCS  for  three 
years  and  enjoyed  cadet  corps  training,  the  sports  program,  the 
strict  school  discipline  and  new  friendships.  By  his  third  year, 
Len  was  named  captain  of  the  hockey  team,  quarterback  and 
MVP  of  the  football  team,  winner  of  the  ski  trophy  and  bugler 
in  the  cadet  corps. 

"By  tradition,  I  was  classed  a  'new  boy'  during  my  first  year 
and  therefore  had  to  take  orders  from  'old  boys'  (returning 
students)  even  if  they  were  younger  than  me.  At  14,  it  wasn't 
easy  taking  orders  from  a  12  year  old,"  said  Len. 

After  graduating  from  BCS,  Len  attended  Bentley  School  of 
Accounting  and  Finance  in  Boston,  MA.  Upon  graduation  from 
Bentley,  he  chose  to  work  for  0-Cedar  as  a  travelling  salesman. 
Len  enlisted  with  the  Royal  Canadian  Air  Force  in  May  1941 
and  served  overseas  during  1941-1945  as  Flight  Lieutenant  in 
command  of  RAF  radar  stations,  stationed  in  Britain  and  West 
Africa. 

Returning  to  London  from  West  Africa  in  May  1943,  he  met 
with  the  RAF  Group  Captain  in  charge  of  officer  postings.  Len 
and  fellow  officer,  John  Chapman  requested  similar  postings, 
but  only  one  was  available.  They  agreed  to  solve  the  dilemma 
over  a  coin  toss.  John  won  the  toss.  Len  was  posted  to  the 
cold  and  barren  northern  Shetland  Islands.  Yet  losing  was  his 
good  fortune,  for  six  months  later  he  was  put  in  charge  of  a 
new  pathfinder  ground-control  station  near  Deal,  Kent.  It  was 


there  in  February  1944  that  he  served  alongside  Flight  Officer 
Mary  Pattinson,  who  he  would  marry  in  August.  They  remained 
united  for  sixty-four  years,  had  three  children:  Carolyn,  Ralph 
and  James;  subsequently  enjoyed  and  continue  to  enjoy  seven 
grandchildren  and  two  great-grandchildren. 

As  Len  reflects  upon  his  life  he  is  amazed  by  the  enormous 
impact  that  came  from  decisions  over  which  he  had  no  control. 
His  father's  premature  death  abruptly  lifted  him  from  his  home 
and  placed  him  at  BCS.  And  the  loss  of  a  coin  toss  determined 
his  destiny  to  Kent  and  his  meeting  with  his  future  partner  in 
life,  Mary  Pattinson. 

At  the  age  of  92,  Len  determined  it  would  be  more  gratifying 
to  bequeath  gifts  'planned  by  will'  while  he  was  still  able  to 
experience  the  joy  in  giving.  Last  February,  while  reviewing 
his  will,  it  occurred  to  Len  that  it  would  be  advantageous  for 
the  beneficiaries  to  receive  the  funds  sooner  rather  than  later. 
"Why  wait,"  said  Len,  "there  is  no  joy  in  giving  after  one  dies." 

And  so  the  inspiration  began  early  this  year,  with  an  exchange 
of  emails  and  phone  calls  with  Judy  Hopps,  BCS  Executive 
Director  of  Advancement.  Len  gradually  reflected  upon  the 
values  and  what  inspired  him  in  planning  the  purpose  for  the 
"The  Len  and  Mary  Webster  Award  for  Excellence." 

The  purpose  of  the  Award  is  to  inspire  BCS  students  to  attain 
leadership  excellence.  Thus  two  Awards  valued  at  $2,500 
each  will  be  given  annually  to  a  returning  male  and  female 
senior  student  (Form  VI  or  VII),  who  most  clearly  communicate 
the  Virtues  of  Excellence:  Responsibility,  Openness,  Positive 
Attitude,  Integrity,  Commitment,  People  Skills,  Judgment, 
Organized,  Dependable  and  Proactive. 

The  guidelines  for  "The  Len  and  Mary  Webster  Award  for 
Excellence"  are  as  follows: 

-  Student  maintains  a  minimum  of  80%  in  academic  studies; 

-  Student  demonstrates  an  interest  in  athletics;  and, 

-  Student  demonstrates  evidence  of  a  creative  and  sensitive 
mind,  coupled  with  exceptional  interpersonal  skills  that 
reflect  the  Virtues  of  Excellence  -  Responsibility,  Openness, 
Positive  Attitude,  Integrity,  Commitment,  People  Skills, 
Judgment,  Organized,  Dependable  and  Proactive 

There  were  no  conditions  placed  on  the  award,  except  that  it 
should  be  a  creative  and  meaningful  gift.  "There  was  sentiment 
because  BCS  and  my  ancestors  shared  Eastern  Townships' 
roots,  and  my  three  years  at  BCS  were  strongly  embedded  in 
my  mind.  The  discipline,  relationships  and  military  training  at 
BCS  had  a  significant  effect  in  shaping  the  course  of  my  life," 
adds  Len.  "Giving  students  the  means  and  tools  now  to  develop 
their  self  confidence,  and  leadership  skills,  will  allow  them  to 
act  later." 

"A  gift  is  given  without  expectation  while  an  award  is  something 
given  in  return  for  an  achievement.  The  unique  feature  about 
this  gift  is  that  BCS  and  the  donor  closely  collaborated  to 
create  a  meaningful  investment  in  preparing  young  people  to 
be  leaders,"  says  Len. 
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A  Passionate  Master 


In  Honour  of  the  J.  Graham  Patriquin  Award 

This  year  a  new  award  was  established  at  BCS  thanks  to 
donations  from  friendsand  family  to  honour  Graham  Patriquin, 
who  taught  at  the  School  from  1929  to  1972-almosta  quarter 
of  BCS's  175  year  life.  Positive  memories  of  a  great  teacher, 
friend  and  hockey  enthusiast  live  on  in  the  minds  of  many  of 
his  former  students.  A  mini-campaign  held  this  year  added  to 
funds  given  to  BCS  when  Mr.  Patriquin  died  in  1997.  These 
contributions  will  provide  continuing  support  to  encourage  a 
boy  or  girl,  with  academic  strength  and  hockey  potential,  to 
attend  BCS  as  a  day  student. 

J.  Graham  Patriquin  was  known  for  his  many  passions  at  BCS: 
teaching  history,  coordinating  games,  organizing  and  coaching 
hockey,  guiding  students,  inventing  nicknames  and  most  of  all, 
for  building  relationships.  He  was  a  committed,  dedicated  and 
much  loved  member  of  the  BCS  community. 

Beyond  academics,  Graham's  longest  lasting  involvement 
at  BCS  was  with  hockey.  In  the  1930s,  he  encouraged  and 
promoted  a  hockey  program  at  the  School  and  got  involved 
in  the  Quebec  Amateur  Hockey  Association,  which  meant  that 
every  team  from  the  First  'Juniors'  to  the  Prep  School  'Pee 
Wees'  played  a  full  schedule  with  teams  from  the  surrounding 
district,  as  well  as  matches  with  other  private  schools.  By  1935, 
Graham's  bantam  team  had  won  the  ET  championship.  Okill 
Stuart  (BCS'37),  still  an  active  member  of  the  BCS  community, 
was  a  member  of  that  team. 

Graham  almost  never  missed  a  Tuesday  night  First  Team 
Hockey  game;  he  was  known  for  his  enthusiastic  and  vocal 
encouragement  and  insistence  on  fair  play.  Inspired  by 
Headmaster  Oggie  Glass,  he  gave  distinctive  identities  to  BCS's 
minor  league  teams  and  boosted  their  profile  in  the  1950s  by 
naming  them  the  Micmacs,  Iroquois,  Senecas,  Crees,  Hurons, 
Algonquins,  Mohawks  and  Abenakis.  Donning  their  unique, 
colourful  crests,  virtually  every  student  was  able  to  play  and 
enjoy  competitive  hockey.  He  took  great  pleasure  and  pride 
in  the  achievements  of  the  Abenakis,  the  team  he  coached  for 
many  years.  This  group  of  talented  minor  league  players  grew 
and  provided  a  great  pool  of  local  talent  for  the  School's  senior 
teams.  This  year,  the  Abenakis  name  and  crest  was  revived  by 
a  group  of  Old  Boys  who  play  in  the  annual  Alumni  Hockey 
Tournament,  under  the  leadership  of  David  Stenason  (BCS'75). 

Thanks  to  Graham's  commitment  and  love  for  the  sport, 
competitive  hockey  at  the  pee  wee,  bantam  and  midget  levels 
was  sustained  for  almost  the  entire  length  of  time  that  he  held 
the  position  of  Games  Master.  The  passion  for  hockey  spread 
to  more  competitive  play  by  senior  teams  against  the  School's 
traditional  rivals:  BCS  won  the  Ashbury  College  Old  Boys 
Association  trophy  for  the  first  time  in  1938  and  subsequently 
enjoyed  19  wins  over  the  next  25  years. 

Outside  of  the  classroom  and  the  rink,  Graham  was  also  very 
involved  with  The  Bulletin,  writing  and  editing  stories  from  1963 


until  his  retirement  in  1972.  Graham  was  elected  to  the 
Heneker-Williams  Society  in  1999  for  his  five-year  project 
of  writing  "From  Little  Forks  to  Moulton  Hill"  and  other 
voluntary  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  school  he  loved. 

"He  valued  truthfulness  and  integrity,  and  had  a  soft  ' 
spot  for  characters,"  says  his  son,  Doug.  "He  had  a 
tremendous  connection  with  students  and  was  well- 
known  for  giving  students  nicknames.  He  also  had 
compassion  towards  the  boarding  students  who  were 
living  away  from  their  families.  My  father  had  the  capability 
to  instil  a  strong  sense  of  virtue,  integrity,  discipline  and  warmth 
into  the  relationships  he  had  with  students.  He  always  believed 
that  at  BCS,  if  there  was  an  interest  you  wished  to  pursue,  then 
the  School  community  would  help  make  it  happen." 

Although  Mr.  Patriquin  died  in  1997,  his  influence  continues  to 
be  recognized  today.  An  MVPAward,  donated  by  John  Lawrence 
(BCS'49)  in  Graham's  name,  is  given  to  a  junior  hockey  player. 
And  the  J.  Graham  Patriquin  Prize  for  History  recognizes  his 
passion  and  inspiration  as  a  history  teacher. 

"Mr.  Patriquin  truly  made  a  lasting  impact  on  the  BCS 
community,"  says  Ian  Watt,  Headmaster.  "This  new  award 
reflects  the  values  exemplified  and  taught  by  Mr.  Patriquin 
as  a  teacher,  coach,  organizer  and  steadfast  supporter  of  BCS 
hockey  from  1929  to  1972.  It  is  intended  to  attract  good  local 
talent  for  the  School  and  the  hockey  program." 

The  J.  Graham  Patriquin  Award  was  developed  and  established 
through  donations  from  friends  and  family  to  honour  Mr. 
Patriquin  for  his  tremendous  contribution  to  BCS  as  teacher, 
coach,  Games  Master,  organizer  and  supporter  of  BCS  Hockey 
from  1929  to  1972. 

One  award  will  be  given  annually  to  a  new  or  returning  day 
student  with  the  following  guidelines: 

•  Maintains  a  minimum  average  of  75%  in 
academic  studies 

•  Demonstrates  potential  as  a  hockey  player;  and, 

•  Demonstrates  an  aptitude  or  interest  in  other  areas 
and  who  would  benefit  from  the  wide  ranging 
co-curricular  experience  at  BCS. 

Earlier  this  year,  BCS's  First  team  celebrated  a  tremendous 
season  by  winning  the  ETIAC  championship  for  the  first  time 
in  30  years,  a  bronze  medal  at  the  Provincial  Championships  in 
the  spring  and  were  the  2011  Champions  in  the  newly  formed 
Prep  League. 

J.  Graham  Patriquin  would  have  been  proud.

Kathleen  Mackay  (KHC66j  is  keynote  speaker 
at  Annual  KHC  Luncheon 


The  Annual  KHC  Luncheon  was  held  on  Friday,  May  27,  2011,  at 
the  Hillside  Tennis  Club  with  over  25  Old  Girls  from  KHC  and 
BCS  in  attendance.  The  guest  speaker  was  Kathleen  Mackay 
(KHC'66)  who  chose  the  topic  of  "The  Influence  of  Compton 
on  One  Writer's  Life".  She  credits  Compton  for  her  success  as 
a  writer  and  is  grateful  for  what  Compton  taught  her  not  just 
about  writing  but  about  life.  She  was  taught  to  love  words  and 
language  as  well  the  importance  of  letter  writing  -  an  almost 
lost  art.  If  it  had  not  been  for  letters  written  by  Churchill, 
Lincoln  or  Jane  Austen  and  so  many  others,  biographers  say 
they  could  not  have  written  the  wonderful  books  about  these 
historical  figures.  Kathleen  landed  her  first  job  at  a  newspaper. 
The  Daily  Journal  in  Caracas  while  she  was  a  junior  in  high 
school.  At  university  she  wrote  for  The  Harvard  Crimson.  At 
various  times  in  her  life,  she  has  written  for  The  Rolling  Stone, 
Time,  People,  the  Los  Angeles  Times,  and  Travel  and  Leisure.  In 
her  early  thirties  she  secured  several  book  publishing  contracts. 
Her  fifth  book  was  on  Bob  Dylan.  When  asked  why  Dylan,  she 
answers,  "because  I  love  his  music.  I  love  language.  He  is  a 
poet."  Kathleen  has  just  completed  her  sixth  book  which  is  a 
memoir  called  /\  Daughter's  Odyssey. 

In  addition  to  being  taught  to  love  words,  Kathleen  articulated 
the  values  she  learned  at  Compton:  to  playfair,  to  expect  rainy 
days  as  well  as  sunny  ones,  being  brave  was  more  important 
than  being  popular,  kindness  was  more  valuable  than  fame, 
discipline,  sacrifice,  persistence  and  how  to  stand  up  in  a 
storm.  Finally,  Compton  taught  her  to  be  a  friend  and  gave  her 
friends  for  life.  "We  grew  up  together  in  a  country  boarding 
school  and  have  supported  each  other  through  the  joys  and 
disappointments  of  life.  Our  school  may  not  exist  now  in  bricks 
and  mortar,  but  it  exists  in  our  imaginations,  our  friendships, 
our  actions  and  our  history.  Its  memory  will  survive  and  values 
carry  on  because  we  shall  ensure  that  it  will."  Amanda  Jelowicki 
thanked  Kathleen  for  her  very  inspiring  talk  about  the  influence 
of  King's  Hall  Compton  on  her  career  and  life  as  a  writer  and 
presented  her  with  a  gift.
